they got little or no pay at all. 
The skilled worker is getting pay, not only 
for his present efforts, but also for his a p­ 
prentice days. 
Success is a lot like the harvest that comes 
after a long, laborious and discouraging pe­ 
riod 4>f coaxing the crop along. 
The farmer 
is by nature a sound thinker. 
When he har­ 
vests in a few weeks, he doesn't tlfink that 
his whole yea r’s income is from the work of 
those few weeks. 
The whole principle is obvious. 
And it 
works backwards, too. 
Life 
is 
a garden. 
And, as some farmers neglect their fields 
and let the weeds run riot, so also are mil-' 
lions of young and middle-aged men g row­ 
ing a crop'of failure, 
Success, even on a moderate sc Ale, does 
not begin to come to many people before the 
age of 10.
